This  is  our  first  (intentional)  Folio  of  parody  and  satire.  Literature,  politics  and  music  line 
up  before  the  chopping  block.  Off  with  their  heads! 

During  the  next  two  weeks,  Lenny  Brace  and  Paul  Krassner  reinforce  the  thesis  that  the 
number  one  social  disease  is  society.  The  Committee  explores  the  inner  regions  of  the  shattered 
psyche.  And  the  Voices  of  Hollywood  are  heard  in  the  land. 

An  anarchist  reports  on  the  difficulties  of  getting  registered  as  a  subversive;  a  Sherlockian 
scholar  proves  that  Dr.  Watson  was  a  woman;  and  we  present  for  your  edification  a  series  of  lec- 
tures tracing  the  course  of  English  literature  from  Beowulf  to  Virginia  Woolf,  of  whom  we  are 
no  longer  afraid. 

New  productions  of  Shaw's  Village  Wooing  and  Gogol's  The  Inspector  General  are  highlighted 
along  with  a  special  Easter-type  play,  The  Monk  Who  Wouldn't  by  Oscar  Mandel. 

More  hatchet  work  on  some  giants  of  our  literature  is  per- 
formed in  a  two-part  program  of  parodies  lost  and  regained;  a 
couple  of  Thurber  tales,  "The  White  Rabbit  Caper"  and  "The 
Figgerin'  of  Aunt  Wilman"  are  rendered  in  the  proper  spirit;  and 
the  historic  Mozart  March  of  1963  is  remembered  in  a  true 
Pacifica-style  documentary. 

Also:  Robert  Abel  holds  forth  on  The  Funnies;  the  Readers 
Theater  interprets  the  satirical  poetry  of  Horace;  and  the  late 
Joseph  Busch  reads  from  his  Baldness  Cycle.  Not  to  mention  new 
insights  into  the  philosophy  of  Resistentialism,  a  smattering  of 
Goon  Shows,  some  of  our  favorite  Songs  of  Social  Significance, 
three  chapters  from  The  Pooh  Perplex,  the  beginning  of  a  nine 
part  serialization  of  Evelyn  Waugh's  The  Loved  One  .  .  .  AND,  you 
asked  for  it  (alas!),  the  Dark  Cabbage  of  the  Night  escapes 
from  our  padlocked  Archive  Room  for  a  quickie  one-shot  return. 
Voltaire  laughed  to  keep  from  going  mad;  we  should  all  be  so 
lucky.
